and made salvation possible for all, [ be- 
lieve. Now the sinner is condemned, not : 


for a thing impossible, but for his not be- 

ing saved from his sins, since this 1s ob- 

tainable thro’ Jesus, who was so named for 
free salvation. 

2. Who will have all men to be saved. 
This is perfectly consistent. He that is 
saved, comes to the knowledge of the truth, 
and leads a quiet and peacadle life. ‘Vhe 
Divine will canbe no otherwise, let the e- 
ventbeasit will. Salvation is from sin : 
now if GOD does not will this, he wills 
the reverse, that is, that we sin and be 
damned: there can be no alternative here. 
The law of GOD in some degree is known 
by all, this law is the divine will revealed 
toman: nowif GOD does not will that we 
should keep his law, he wills that we vio- 
late it : and ifhe wills this he wills that we 
should break his will! Furthermore, we 
admit the existence of sin, which is the 
transgression of the law, and this is admit- 
ting to all intents and purposes, the viola- 
tion of the willof GOD our savior, who 
will have all men to be saved. 

y 3. Pray—without wrath, That is, pray 
not opposed to the divine will, but in sub, 
mission, Jy will be done. | 

\ 4. Pray —without doubting. That is, 

¥ without doubting the excellency of the di- 

vine will, and thata sovereign G O D will 
eventuate all things well. 

‘ 5. And giving of thanks for allmen. How 

ss consistent! All men may come to GOD 
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through Christ, and have many blessings 
through his death, therefore we ought to 
give thanks for all men, and all men ought 
to be thankful. 

6. JIntercessions for allmen. The full- 
ness of the atonement renders it consistent 
to intercede for all men, that they may 
cease tosin, and lead a quict and peacable 
life in all godliness and honesty: Then they 
not only shall be, but are now saved. _ 

7. To betestifiedin duetime. The gos- 
pel shall be preached through the universe 
in Cue time; otherwise how can Jesus 
whom GOD hath ordained, Judge the 
world ? 

Lastly. For nearly 6000 years some men 
have gone counter to the laws or will of 
heaven, this fact proves its possibility : 
aod if it is possible 6000 years it may be 
longer, and how long we cannot say, more

A RACE OF PIGMIES. 
On the 20th of last April, Dr. C. laid 


before the royal society, London, some 
particulars repecting a race of Pigmies, 
said to exist as a nationin the center of the 
island of Madagascar. A. M. Baudin, 
who had visited that Island and spent 50 
days among them, and who was in the 
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89 
French W. [ndias, had one of these beings. 
preserved ; it was aman about 33 years 
ofage measuring only 32 inches, but per- 
fectly proportionate in all its parts. A 
child of a year old was also preserved in 
spirits, and measured one foot. These peo- 
ple are represented as being much fairer 
than the other natives, and of a bright cop- 
percolor: they are also said to be very in- 
genious,to be expert with bowsand arrows 
or javelins ; and to be hospitable, humane, 
and generous, They are also very num- 
erous, Baudin having seen above 8000 in 
one town. ‘Fhe women are said to have 
little breasts, and almost so that the child- 
ren are fed with cow’smilk. D. Chis- 
holm, who personly inspected and meas- 
ured these preserved bodies,concludes,that 
a pigmy race should be no longer consider- 
ed as fabulous, and that such hasnow been . 
discovered in Madagascar. Other voy- © 
agers have also mentioned the existence of 
these singular people. 
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AUSTRIA. 


The late struggle of the Austrians, has 
been a most bloody scene, the horrors of 
war, how affecting to humanity ! To afford 
but a faint view, we will mention the rava- 
ges where the late battles took place: 27 
large villages deserted, 17 of them wholly 




















ravaged, the rest partially so: many of the 
inhabitants in the woods and forests. Be- 
tween 2 and 3,000 Austrians who remain- 
ed ina field of rye, were burnt to death, 
by the rye taking fire. 

A peace appears to be now concluded 
between Austria and France, and much 
more favorable to the former then was ex- 
pected, and they appear yet tobe respecte 
ea by Napoleon.

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FIRES. 

A gristmill, sawmill, fullingmill, and 
carding machine, on the river La Moil, in 
Milton, Ver. were lately destroyed by fire, 
with a bridge : loss 25000 dollars. 

Backus’ extensive Iron works, in Nore 
wich, Con, were lately burnt, a heavy pub- 
lic loss. 

A barn of Abel Lakin’s of Lyndeboro’& 
three children burnt. 

A large building at Tyngsboro’, occu- 
pied as a gristmill, sawmill, and contain- 
ing a carding machine, lately burnt by the 
stove. 

On the night of the 5th of Nov. the store 
and dwelling house of Mess. Goodell and 
Hosmer, of Jafferey, burnt. with contents, 
books, &c. 

The dwelling house of Mr. A. Parish of 
Dummerston, Ver. burnt with effects, on 
Novy. 8th at night. 

« Onthe monday night previous to our last 
annivarsary thanksgiving, the new, elegant 
and large dwelling house of the late Gen.. 
Montague, of Amherst, was consumed by 
fire, the furniture and windows were prin- 
cipally saved. The fire accidentally took 
place in a back adjoining house. The loss 
may be estimated at about 2500 dollars. 

Lately destroyed by fire, a barn in Stur- 
bridge, beldnatne to Landlord Fisk. The 
fire was occationed by the carrying a lant- 
horn into the barn in the evening : the cat- 
tle were saved by the exertions of a Lady,,. 
the men ofthe house being absent.

Nathan Coon of Sugar Creek, in the 
county of Wilkesbarre, being out a hunt- 
ing, started some deer, he fired, but the 
deer were out of the way, anda capt. Clark 
was killed, who was at work on anew road 
and being seen through some bushes was 
supposed by Mr. Coon to be the deer. 

At Portland, Maine, J.-Gurtis leaped 
from a two story window and expired, in- 
sane. 3 

In Shallow-Bay,I. Rendall,and R.Cross, 
were kilied by I. Perry with anaxe. R. 
his master, reprimanded him, for which he 
was killed, C. came to his assistance and 
shared the same fate. P. buried them with 
his axe, and thea confessed the crime. 

Dec. 7,0n friday last a son of Mr. J. 
Gun of Montague, aged four years, wan- 
dered one and half mile from home, intoa 
sugar orchard, where it lost its way, and 
perished. it was found next morning, 
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Died at Tolland, Mr. Eleazgr Hatch. 
His death was occationed by the®ick ofa 
horse, which he survived four days in the 
most excruciating pain. 

In Nantucket, Mrs. Coleman, be- 
ing subject to fits, she fell into the fire in 
one of them, and lived buta short time af- 
ter. Also Dinah Ames, aged16, whose 
death was occationed by falling in the fire. 
In Salisbury, Con. Mr. R. D. 
Dutcher, aged 58: while sitting at supper 
apparently in good health, he suddenly be- 
came ill and died. 

In Hingham, Mary, daughter of 
Capt. Ths. Brown, aged one year and ten 
months: while in the act of running, she 
turned suddenly and fell backward, her 
head striking the floor, she expired in an 
hour after.

A young man in a fit of insanity shot 
himself on the Battery, New York Decems 


ber. 1809. 
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The first duel fought in New-England, 
was between two servants withsword and 
dagger,neither being killed, they were puns 
ished with having their feet & heads tied 
together 24 hours without meat or drink. 
This was in the year 1621. 
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On the 26th of last Oct. the present king { 
of Great Britian entered the 50th year of 
his reign. An epoch noted in the English 
prints as not having occurred since the 
reign of Edward II], and only in the space 
of 1200 years. The present Heir Appar- 
entof the English crown, is the Prince of 
Wales, in his 48th year, and the state of 
his constitution does not promise very 
long life. Should he have no male issue, 
which most likely willbe the case, and his 
daughter, the Princess Charlotte of Wales, 
who isin her 14th year, should survive 
him, the crown of the united Kingdom 
will devolve on a female.
